The citizens of Scott County 
and 
the State of Missouri will be given an 
opportunity to vote on what is term­ 
ed the •‘$75,(KM),000 ROAD BOND IS­ 
SUE PROPOSAL” at the next gener­ 
al election and, since highway 
im­ 
provement is the greatest single fac­ 
tor in county or community progress, 
the Citizens’ Road Bund 
Committee 
has collected data from sources it be­ 
lieves to be reliable and publishes the 
same, believing that it should be of 
interest to the voting public of Scott 
County 
This data is published in ordtr that 
the voter may be fully informed as to 
whnt has been done and what it 
is 
proposed to do in Scott 
County 
in 
regard to Highway Construction, and 
to forestall the forming 
of 
prema 
ture opinions based on improper 
or 
incorrect information, or 
unfounded 
or inaccurate statements: 
In order to properly treat the sub­ 
ject of the 
$71,000,000 
Road 
Bond 
Issue Proposal, it will be necessary to 
review the entire road improvement 
undertaking from its inception to the 
present time. 
Prior to 1907 all highway work 
in 
Missouri was carried on by the vari­ 
ous counties of the State. 
In 1907 th* 
State Legislature created 
the office 
of State Highway Engineer, to 
he 
appointed by the Board of 
Agricul­ 
ture. 
In 1909 the State Legislature 
created a general State Road 
Fund 
to he derived from auto license f e e s , 
corporation registration fees and the 
sale of option stamps. 
The revenue 
thus derived was credited to the vari­ 
ous counties of the State on the basis 
of assessed valuation, and was made 
subject to requisition by the 
Counts 
Courts for assistance in 
road 
provement. 
Under this 
plan 
..... 
half the cost of any improvement was 
to be borne by the County, the other 
half to come from the State insofar 
as the allottment 
of 
funds to 
the 
county would permit. 
In 1913 the State Legislature creat­ 
ed the office of State Highway 
Com­ 
missioner, with duties similar to those 
of 
the 
State 
Highway 
Engineer. 
County Highway Boards were treat­ 
ed in each county to select the most 
practical inter-county seat roads, and 
the roads thus »elected were 
to 
be 
known as State Roads. 
An appropri­ 
ation of $15 per mile was made 
for 
th e purpose of dragging the roads so 
•elected. 
In 1916 
the Federal Aid Highway 
Act was passed by C o n g ress and un­ 
der the terms of this Act control w as 
centralized in the various State High­ 
way Departments. 
To meet this rc- 
quirment the Hawes Road Law was 
passed by the State Legislature 
in 
1917, and road improvement in Mis­ 
souri began to take form. 
In 
1,919 
the Hawes Igiw was amended through 
the passage of 
the 
Morgan-McCul- 
lough Road Igaw, which law pro\ ided 
still further State aid to counties. 
In 1921 the State Legislature pass­ 
ed the Centennial Road 
1-aw 
which 
o ea ted the State Highway Commiss­ 
ion as now constituted, and authoriz­ 
ed the issuance and sale of $60»tKM>,- 
000 of bonds. 
Under the Centennial 
Road Law a 
state-wide 
system 
of 
roads, 
totaling 
approximately 7G40 
miles, was laid out by the Legislature. 
The State Highway Commission was 
authorized to 
select 
approximately 
1500 miles of the roads th u s laid out 
as the Primary System, the balance 
to be known a s the Secondary 
S ys­ 
tem. 
The Commission 
was 
further 
authorized to make such changes 
in 
the 
legislative 
designations 
on 
highways selected as 
Primaries 
as 
were in the interest of economy 
and 
directness of route. 
In 1924 the Constitutional Amend 
merit known as Proposition Five was 
adopted. 
By 
the 
terms 
of 
this 
Amendment automobile license 
fees 
were increased 50 per cent, 
and 
a 
tax of two cents per gallon was levied 
on all gasoline sold within the State, 
except that clearly intended for 
use 
other than on tin* highways. 
In addition to the above a County 
Road Bond Proposition was carried in 
Scott County 
on 
August 
I, 1917, 
which authorized the 
issuance 
and 
sale of $750,000 of Bonds for the con­ 
struction of highways in Scott Coun­ 
ty.

"Potosi” is a 
Spanish word meaning n sudden and 
unexpected endowment of wealth, the 
sam e thing that English or Americans 
would call a "bonanza." 
And Potosi 
w h s the right word to 
describe the treasures of Bolivia. 
Early accounts describe San Luis 
Potosi as a typical mining commu­ 
nity. There was an exceptionally duz- 
cling 
fast life" in the place, as the 
Isolation and hardships of life drove 
white men living there to seek for­ 
getfulness of their exile and loneli­ 
ness in dissipation. 
Whatever were 
the Sixteenth century equivalents of 
the western dance halls and drinking 
bars sprang up In profusion in the Bo­ 
livian Andes. 
Men who made wealth 
In the mines spent it like water. 
Vet 
the provisions of the Spanish govern­ 
ment covering ownership of colonial 
mines were extremely strict, and there 
can be no doubt that most of It was 
borne home to Spain In the royal gal­ 
leons.

San 
Luis and other South American treas­ 
ure houses that the English priva- 
teers. such as Morgan and sir Fran­ 
cis Drake, preyed in the period of 
Spain's splendor.

And Potosí was the right word to 
describe the treasures of Bolivia. 
Early accounts describe San Luis 
Potosí as a typical 
mining commu­ 
nity. There was an exceptionally daz- 
sllng "fast life" In the place, as the 
Isolation and hardships of life drove 
white men living there to seek for­ 
getfulness of their exile and lonell- 1 
ness in dissipation. 
Whatever were 
the Sixteenth century equivalents of 
the western dance halls and drinking 
bars sprang up In profusion In the Bo­ 
livian Andes.

In the mines spent It like water.

In advance what the plate voltage 
will be he does not know what volt­

often some positive voltage between 
10V4 and 45, hut If the plate voltage 
is higher than usual, the extra grid 
may get a higher B voltage than 45. 
Experimentally as much as 475 volts 
were 
tried on the G p ost 
The tube 
got very 
hot and so did the metal 
shield. 
The current drawn was tre­ 
mendous—enough 
to overheat an ad­ 
justable resistor hullt for radio power 
packs. 
The positive B voltage when the

connection Is handler, since an F post 
of the socket Is near the P post.

San Luis Potosí in Bolivia 
S 
TO RIES of such treasure strikes 
ns those of the Comstock Lode 
tn d Ooldfleld, Nev., nre events of but 
jresterdny In the history of mining In 
the new world. 
As n m atter of fact 
one of the richest mining strikes ever 
m ade In the w estern hem isphere took 
place before the founding of Plymouth 
Bay colony In M assachusetts by the 
Pilgrims In the year 1620. 
Spain was not slow about seeking 
out 
the 
treasu re houses 
of 
South 
America after the discoveries by Col­ 
um bus showed them the way to a new 
world In which, they supposed, there 
w as an endless treasu re of gold and 
precious 
stones. 
The 
m ountain 
heights, thin atm osphere and blasting 
Winds of the upper Andes, where w hat 
la now called the republic of Bolivia 
Ilea, w ere no more left unexplored than 
were th e hot and easily accessible 
Coastal plains. 
H istorians of South 
America 
tell 
how In the 
Sixteenth 
century 
the 
Spanish made a tremendous tlnd of 
treasure In Bolivia, then part of Peru, 
•nd called the m ine San Luis Potosí. 
This la a nam e th at recurs at several 
places In Latln-Am erlca, but no other 
•'Potosí’* has been as great as th at at 
flan Luis In Bolivia 
“ Potosí*’ Is a 
Spanish word meaning a sudden and 
unexpected endowm ent of wealth, the 
same thing that English or Americans 
would call a “bonanza.” 
And Potosí was the right word to 
describe the treasures of Bolivia. 
Early accounts describe San Luis 
Potosí as a typical mining commu­ 
nity. T here was an exceptionally daz- 
allng “ fast life” In the plnce, as the 
Isolation and hardships of life drove 
w hite men living there to seek for­ 
getfulness of their exile nnd loneli­ 
ness In dissipation.
